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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of East Kingston: : 

We herewith account for the receipts and expendi- 
tures for the year ending June 380, 1925, and the esti- 
mated itemized expenses for the year, July: first, 1926 
to June thirtieth, 1927. 

Some time ago the Legislature granted the High 
Sehools permission to raise the price of tuition from $67 
to $75 for ‘‘out-of-town’’ scholars. We thought that 
was all that we ought to be asked to pay but the last 
Legislature raised the price again from $75 to $96. Now 
as there will probably be ten of our children graduate 
from Brown’s Academy, the most of whom will attend 
some high school next fall, which, with twelve already 
attending, will increase our high school costs from $1,400 
to over $2,000. 

As per the vote at the school meeting last April, we, 
during the summer vacation installed arrangements at 
the Pound schoolhouse which everyone acknowledges 
to have been a wise move for convenience and sanitation. 

There are $70 interest money due the School Dis- 
trict besides $1,400 the amount from the sale of the 
schoolhouses which that committee has not turned in to 
the school treasurer. If, fifteen months ago, when that 
committee received the money from the sale of _ the 
schoolhouses, they had turned the money in to George 
Morrill, the school treasurer, he would have deposited 
it with the First National Bank of Haverhill and re- 
ceived a certificate of deposit and thus the district would 
have received 4% interest or more to March first this 
year. It was voted at the school meeting, April 14 last 
year, instructing that committee to turn that money 
with interest into the school treasury at once, this has 
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not been done, therefore that committee is responsible 
to the district for the full amount of $1,470. It should 
be collected. 

The constant increase in the cost of maintaining our 
schools and giving our children the benefit of an high 
school education, should command the attention of every 
property taxpayer in East Kingston. 

- Consider that (taking as a guess) there are 100 prop- 
erty taxpayers in town, each one is paying, on an aver- 
age, at present over $31 school tax and the coming: year 
the amount will be increased to $42 and perhaps more 
as the State Board at the present writing, February 20, 
has cut down our State aid, which they have not done 
heretofore. We have written them asking a reason for 
so doing and giving them sufficient reasons for an in- 
crease rather than a decrease in the amount of State aid 
to which we are entitled. 

Kvery property taxpayer in town ought to be pres- 
ent at the school meeting, Tuesday evening, March 16. 
Every voter in town is as responsible in the control of 
school matters as any one of the school board and the 
school meeting is the place to dictate your wishes.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


February 9, 1926 
To the School Board and Citizens of East Kingston: 
Herewith I submit to you my sixth annual report 1s 
superintendent of schools. 


How Much Experience Have East Kingston Teachers Had? 
Since the summer of 1919 five different teachers 
have been elected in East Kingston. The average pre- 
vious teaching experience of these teachers was 3 years. 
Kast Kingston has been more fortunate in this res- 
pect than any other town of this union, yet New Hamp- 
shire city teachers average 6 years. 

This lack of experience and maturity is a big handi- 
cap to these teachers in their effort to accomplish as 
much in their schools as do the city school] teachers of 
this state. Parents should take this into consideration 
when expecting their schools to accomplish the high 
grade of work that city schools can. 

East Kingston teachers, 3 years. 

New Hampshire city teachers, 6 years. 

Experienced teachers cost more, are worth more 
and they increase the amount of state aid that the dis- 
trict receives. However, experience does not improve 
her when she neglects to keep up with the times. 


How Long Do East Kingston Teachers Remain in 
Their Positions? 

Since 1919 three teachers have given up their po- 
sitions in East Kingston. They averaged to have taught 
for this town four years. In this respect, also, has Hast 
Kingston been more fortunate than the other towns of 
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this union. It is nearly as high as that of New Hamp- 
shire cities, which is 414 years. 

Tenure in this union—1l year, 6 months. 

Tenure in Kast Kingston—4 years. 

Tenure in New Hampshire cities—414 years. 

Good salary schedules, desirable boarding places 
and pleasing social opportunities help in increasing the 
terure. 

Are the Kast Kingston Schools Going Forward? 

A test in arithmetic problems was given this fall to 
tne pupils of the grammar school which neither the teach- 
er nor the pupils had seen since it was given to the school 
by the superintendent in the fall of 1919. To reduce tie 
seores of each year to one figure for easier comparison, 
the average scores for each of the four grades was added. 

1920—34 correct. 

1925—38 correct. 

Those are the results in spite of the fact that the in- 
telligence tests of 1920 showed those pupils to have an 
average mental ability that was unusually high. 

Are Our Schools Costing More Than Elsewhere? 

Comparative costs per pupil for elementary schools 
are as follows: 

This supervisory union, $64. 

New Hampshire, $69. 

Some states, $81. 


The School Nurse Quickly Proves Her Worth to the 
Communities 

Previous to the coming of the school nurse, Miss Lil- 
lian 8. Mackintosh, last September, only 18% of the 
- physical defects of the pupils reported by the examiners 
in this union were given treatment, and head-lice was 
an oft appearing nuisance. 

Miss Mackintosh has already 

1. KEneouraged many parents to secure treatment 
of their child’s defects. 
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2. Accompanied several children to the HOSRiaL or 
doctor. 

3. Secured payment of the charges of the hospital, 
occulist or doctor from some special funds in cases where 
payment by the family would be a financial burden. 

During her first half-year of work nearly as many 
defects have received treatment as were previously treat- 
ed in a whole year. 

Every month the nurse examines the pupils, especial- 
ly their heads, and weighs them. Weight reports are 
oceasionally sent to parents of underweight children. 

She has made 347 visits to the homes of pupils for 
consultation with the parents during this first half-year. 
She is a capable, industrious and pleasing school nurse. 


Who Pays For the School Nurse? 

The school nurse is employed by a union of eight 
towns. ‘To seven of these the State gives $1.50 per pupil 
for the employment of the school nurse, and this pays 
the major part of her salary and expenses. 


What to Teach a Child Before He Enters School 

It will help the progress of your child in school if he 
can ‘be taught as many of the following things as possible: 

1. To tell colors. : 
To say the alphabet. 
To count to ten, or higher. 
To say the days of the week. 
To tell time by the clock. 
To know a cent, nickel and dime. 
To say the months of the year. 

8. Know how to hold a pencil. It is natural for 
a child to hold a pencil ag an adult holds chalk. He must 
be taught the right way. 

9. Be able to draw erudely a pig, man, cat, ete., and 
also be able to color the drawing with crayons, not nian 
ing too much outside the lines.

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10... To know a few little tunes, and be able to follow 

a tune with others. 

11. To keep step with music, or keep time by clap- 
ping with something. 

12. Know several nursery rhymes by heart. 

All beginning pupils are required by law to be vac- 
einated. The best time for this is during the summer be- 
fore they enter school. 


How Does the Mental Ability of the Pupils Compare With 
Their School Accomplishments? 
An intelligence test measures a pupil’s ability to learn. 
Tests in arithmetic, spelling, ete., are educational tests 
and they measure how much has been learned. The aim is 
to have all pupils learn as much as their mental ability 
warrants. 

Intelligence tests given last month to all the pupils 
in the grammar school show that all taken together they 
have the ability to learn of the average child 11 years, 11 
months of age. That is, the average mental age of those 
pupils is, 11 years, 11 months. ° 

Stanford Achievement Tests, which are a group wf 
nine educational tests, showed the pupils to have learned 
as much as the average child 13 years, 5 months of age. 
That is, the average educational age of those pupils is 13 
years, 5 months. 

Mental age—11 years, 11 months. 

Edueational age—13 years, 5 months. 

This increase of the educational age over the mental 
age is probably due to regular attendance, industry on the 
part of the pupils, good health and good teaching. Divid- 
ing the educational age by the mental age gives an accom- 
plishment ratio of 112%. 


East Kingston Schools and the Teaching Profession 
Suffer a Loss 


‘When last summer Mrs. Eva M. Philbrick decided 
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that it would not ‘be possible for her to continue as teach- 
er in the Pound Primary School, the news was received 
with regret by pupils, parents and school officers alike. 
The fruits of her many years of successful experience are 
distributed throughout the lives of the many that were 
fortunate enough to have been her pupils. She had un- 
usual ability in keeping up with the changing methods of 
teaching, a task which many experienced teachers find 
themselves unequal. When she left the school field, she 
earried with her the best wishes of all concerned.
